much 
information on the growing of cot- 
ton

The 
cotton planted 
by the 
far- 
mers

of the Salt River valley is the 
Egyptian 
long 
staple 
which 
has 
been 
christened 
the 
Arizona 
long 
staple 
Outside 
of a few 
spots in 
Texas 
there 
is no 
place 
in 
this 
country where 
the long 
staple cot- 
ton 


¬ 
can be grown successfully 
ex- 
cept 


¬ 
in the Salt River valley and the 
Artesian Belt in the Gila valley 
and 
in the Imperial valley in California 
The great success 
made last year 
in the planting of the Egyptian long 
staple cotton in the Salt River val 
ley 
led 
the farmers 
this year to 
plant the seed of the long staple ex 
clusively 
and they 
were 
rewarded 
with big 
crops 
highest 
prices 
and 
more 
money for the farriers than 
they have ever had before 
On new land 
three quarters 
to a 
bale of cotton was secured per acre 
planted 
On the best land from one 
to two bales 
per acre was secured 
The market 
price 
ranged 
from 21 
cents to 31 cents per pound 
The 
farmers 
of 
the Salt River 
valley are 
unanimously 
in favor of 
the Egyptian long staple cotton and 
no short staple is planted 
The labor 
used 
for 
picking 
the 
cotton was the Papago Indians who 
proved to be better 
cotton pickers 
than the negroes of the South 
The 
price paid 
the Indians for 
picking 
cotton was 200 per hundred pounds 
There 
is no doubt of the success 
of Egyptian or as it will be known 
now the Arizona long staple cotton 
as a valuable crop 
and this year the 
acreage planted to cotton in the Salt 
River valley 
will 
be about 
double 
that of last year 
Mr 
Swift 
visited 
the Artesian 
Belt 
and 
looked 
over 
the cotton 
fields 
He 
was 
much 
impressed 
with the conditions 
that 
prevail in 
that section 
of 
the valley for the 
successful planting of the long staple 
cotton and 
believes 
that the 
far- 
mers

have at last solved the problem 
of what is the best paying crop for 
Artesian lands 
At a meeting 
of the farmers of 
the 
Artesian 
Belt 
held 
Sunday 
afternoon

Swift
